eon pleased td consider his conduct as“ un- 
sownty,” and hava suspended bia from practis- 
ing in, (he Courts for threo months. 

At ths samo time thirteor other barristers and 
advocates’ were charged inalike manner with 
petitioaing the Chief Judge in reference to ua- 
otLer Burmexe Mugistrate (who, by the way, bas 
beon ponsioned off since the thirtcon wore given 
notice to “ show cause,” &e), ‘hey compluined 
that the Maxistraty was commonly and por- 
sistently reported to bo taking bribes aad to be 
guilty of other forms of corruption, and asked 
tho Judge to have investigations made, and the 
roporty, if found tobe untruo, officiully contra.

_ Mr. Lan Chu Pak. minuted:-“ 1 have 
great’ plensure in supporting the motion, 
As tho Ordivance stands at present it 
is impossible aud unrengotible to expect the 
inhubitants. toconferm themsnl ves to its require- 
menis. No provision has, beon made to house 
the poor who will be dixplaced end to compon- 
sale owners for structural alterations of their 
houses, without which in the senso of the 
definition of extercat uir no rooms or cubicles 
con be imaintaived or erveted in about 99 
per cent. of the existing houses both Euro- 
pean and Chiness aliku. At the confidootial 
meeting held by the Beard ‘tu discuss thw 
cdvisabilily of entarcing the Ordinance’ it wen 
then speculated that the property-owzers might 
arrivo at some scheme or would, as tho Govern- 
ment had been led to believe, pull down every 
third house-so as to facilitate the carrying ont 
of tholaw. But it iss sines been proved that 
the property-owners had not the leust inclina. 
tion to follow that idea and I do not bl.wo them 
for repudiating it without compensation. Every 
law inflicts a certain amount of hardship, but 
no kurdehip would be anything like what 
is likely to by inflicted by the present Or- 
dinance. ‘The majority of the population is 
Chinese, aud their tenement houses ure so 
peculiarly constructed thatevory storey is simply 
ove long room, commonly called 1 floor or flat: 
Tho rent of ench of such floors ranges from $8 
per month in the poorest districts to 875 per 
month in the busiest part of the city. Very fow 
can afford to take a whole floor. Generally 
thro or four families shure it together, Under 
the present Ordinanca they cfunot do so and 
vary likely two fumilios will havo to pay the 
same rent as four hove been paying. ‘Chis, moy 
be a secondary consideration as compared with 
the depriving them of the little decency thoy 
have hitherto enjoyed. It is « well-known fact 
that’ none of ‘the existing Chinese tenement 
honses, with the excuption of the cornor ones, 
opens directly into the external air, and conse- 
quontly no door can be partitioned off to secure 
tho necessary privacy to, tho men and women 
of the diferont fomilies living together, Even 
members of the samo family must have: a 
certain amount of privacy. It «onld not de in 
accordance with propriety for parents ‘and 
grown-up children or ‘mustera ond servants 
to herd together ia full view of .each other. 
The object of the Ordinance is to_ relieve 
overcrowding, which can be attained by 
increasing the habitable aren for each odult, 
as it hag already boon don>, snd ‘not to

deprive people of ‘their domestic privacy. 


There are othor circtimstances eailtig for 
prompt invesifgation.
